Plan of Amending Laws Should
Include Water Schemes as
Well, They Believe; Proud of
Homesteading Success on
Garden Island

(By a Staff Correspondent With the
Congressional Party on Kauai.)
Kauai homesteaders as a whole are

quite evidently against any change in
the land laws that will take from the
peaple the power to call for an opect-
ing up of public lands, but they do be-
jeve that the laws should be amend-
ed to pllow the water question to be
handied along with that of lands.

That the water situation may devei-
op into one of the most important on
Kauai with the expiration of leases
seems a likely prophecy after inter-
viewing men of that island.

E. H. W. Broadbent, manager of
Grove Farm, in a speech in the ar-
mory on Tunesday night of this week,
voiced his apprehension against let-
ting the water question Tun as it is
now running without well defined
rules of handling it. Later he declared
that he thinks it is the more pressing
for solution than the problem of lands.

E. M. Cheatham of Kapaa argues
that the land and water question
shpuld be handled together as in the|
states, and Cheatham would amend
ihe land laws so as to define “‘resi-
dence.” At present, he says, it com-
veve no definite meaning for persons
in the homestead tracts if the man-
ner in which some of them occupy
lands can be taken as indication.

“In myv opinion,” he says, “if a man
is married he and his wife should
make their home on the land for the
three vears required by the special
homestead agreement. It should not
be that one side of the family stays in
town and the other lives on the plan-
tation to fulfil the letter of the law.

“If a single man is on the land he

should not be considered as occupying

it if he is voting in another island. 1
know personally of cases whefe peo-
ple who are supposed to be home-
steading on Kauai are still voting iIn
Honolulu. It is difficult: to see how
his residence camn be considered as in
both places, yet cases of this kind get
through.”

One of the homesteaders interview-
ed on Kauail suggested that the terri-
tory should have land inspectors on
all of the homestead islands to keep
account of these matters and see that
the laws are abeyed.

Another intimated ' that the law
should sbe changed to prohibit a man
who draws lands under homestead
rights from transferring to another
person before he gets his patent. They
believe the law as it standd on this
today is- conducive to speculation.

Kaunai pgople are proud of the fact
that their homesteaders took up vir-
gin soil. Kapaa lands were consider-
ed as pasture lands and ‘had not been
touched for agricultural purposes by
the plantation, they sayr Their de-
velopment goes to show that home-
steading can be made a success in
the islands, they gsay.

Homesteaders in district between

| Koloa and Hanapepe also pointed out

as proof* that homesteaders can be
happy and contented. . There has nev-
er been a foot of lamd previously de-
veloped by a plantation taken up for
homesteading on Kauai, it is said.

Homesteaders in Kapaa are seeking
to put through Congress the meas-
ure which will allow them to get pat-
ents to lands which they received in
transfer with the government for the
lands first taken up. After the trans-
fer had been made it was learned
that the change was not legal, though
approval had already been given for it.
Actordingly the patents could not be
issued. A resolution to grant them
passed the <erritorial legislature and
is now in Congress where it will pass
unhindered, according to the congres-
gional visitors.
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10 GET HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS

The following is a letter from John
H. Small, chairman of the committea
on rivers and harbors, house of repre-
sentatives, to Newton D). Baker, secre-
tary of war, on the essential facilities
necessary in the establishment and
maintenance of transportation by
water and the duty of the public and
local interests in connection therewith,
and the reply of the secretary of war
thereto:

October 5. 1917.
Hon. Newton D, Baker,
Secretary of War,

My dear sir: 1 am directed by reso-
lution adopted by the committee un'
rivers and harbors of the house of rep- |
regsentatives to make this communica- |
tion.

It is conceded that the federal gov-
crnment has jurisdiction over all navi
gable waterwayvs, and it is the estab-
lished policy of the congress to make
1rovision for the improvement of mer-
itorious projects consistent with the
demands of the country for additional
means of transportation by water. As
the house of representatives must in-
friate ali legislation and appropria-
tions for the improvement of rivers
and harbors, of whieh this committee
has jurisdigtion, the members of the
committee '(‘rwirn to discharge their

duties in the most effective manner.

The primarn 3 purpose in the improve
ment of our rivers and harbors is to
provide adequate channels for naviga-
tion and thereby to promote transpor-
tation by water. It is self evident that
mere deepening of the. entrance
to or increasing the depth and area
of a harbor or the improvement of the

the

channel of an interior waterwaw will
rot alope establish water &ransporta-
tion. Likewise neither will the ¢&on-
struction of a railroad track assure
traffic. They simply provide the basic
necessity for transportation.

There are additional facilities which
must be provided for the establish-
ment of water transporation: &

1. There must exist a demand for
the movement of products.

2. There must be water terminals

 constructed in accordance with appro-
| priate plans. These terminals require

with the railrcad or razilroads serving
the community, and one or more good

highwars should radiate therefrom.

| They should be eqiipped with modern

appliances for transferring freight be-
tween the water carrier and the ware-
house and the rail car in the cheapest
and most expeditious manner. These
terminals should be constructed by
the municipalities or other agencies
of the state and maintained and regu
lated for the service of the public.
The size and cost of such terminals
will vary according to the population
and the financial ability of the com-
munity to be served and the volume of
traffic which exists.

3. There must be one or more es-
tablished lines of water transport,ation
with ‘sufficient capital, the requisite
number of carriers, and a complete
traffic organization.

4, There should be a complete co-
ordination between the water trans-
portation lines and the railroads, and

the other and be jointly dedicated to
the service of the public.

The committee submit that the
above additional facilities are both
necessary and feasible. They further
suggested as a general propesition
that water terminals must be provid-
ed by the states or by municipalities
or_other public agencies of the states
and that water carriers must. be or-
ganized and maintained by individ-
uals, corporations, or . other local
agencies. It may be substantially stat-
ed that congress may only improve
for purposes of navigation the capac-
ity of harbors and the channels of the
interior waterways.

It will be admited that there are a
imited number of harbors and a larg-
er number of interior waterways ou
which the foregoing essentials have
not been provided. In fact, it may pe
stated that the people of the country,
including even that lorcerul class i
citizens who manage large industrial
units and are vitally interested in
trapsportation, appear to have slight
knowiedge of the primary essentials
for securing transportation by water.
The demand for the movement of pro-
ducts by water which exists under
normal conditions has been madea
acute under war condi s, but in
many cases the essential ities are
lacking: '

The committee are impressed with
the conviction that it is their duty te
vi:ect awtention to this serious dere-
liction of duty upon the part' of the
public and to express the opinion that
appropriations should not be made for
the improvement of those rivers and
barbors where the communities and
Iccnllt!es are continuously unwilllng
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the promotion of water trans

The committee have not es
any arbitrary or inflexible rule. They
are consclous that the public must be

induced to realize its obuﬁm

the development of water trangporta:
tion by the processes of publicity and
education. They find it difficuit to ex-
cuse larger citles where production is
large and additional facilities of
tranéportation are so insistent and
where neither ignmorance nor poverty
can be pleaded in extenuation. The
committee are further . aware that
time will be required, even where the
civic conscience has been aroused, to
provide these facilities .and to fully
utilize navigable waterways. For the
